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Graduates  Demand  Voice  in 
Student  Trustee  Selection 

Senate  Highlights

Frustrated  by  Student  Trustee  Fred  Winsmann’s  vote  to  raise  the  graduate 
student  athletic  fee,  representatives  from  the  Graduate  Student  Association 
asked  that  in  the  future  graduate  students  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  election 
for  Student  Trustee.  Harli  Dollinger,  President  of  the  G.S.A.  and  Allen 
Scheier.  G.S.A.  Representative  for  the  College  of  Education,  pointed  out 
that  since  the  Student  Trustee  votes  on  matters  which  directly  effect  graduate 
students,  graduate  students  should  be  able  to  have  a  voice  in  who  is  chosen 
for  the  position.  Another  argument  which  Dollinger  and  Scheier  presented 
is  that  the  law  concerning  the  election  of  the  Student  Trustee  states  that  he 
is  to  be  elected  by  the  entire  student  body  which  includes  graduates  as  well 
as  undergraduates.  State  regulations  are  being  investigated  and  this  matter 
will  be  discussed  further  at  a  later  meeting. 

In  the  Student  Court  Report,  Kathryn  McClanahan  announced  the  resigna¬ 
tions  of  Senators  Scott  Mulcahy  (’89)  and  Paul  Panagopoulas  (’88).  Members 
of  the  Class  of  1989  and  the  Class  of  1988  who  are  interested  in  these  posi¬ 
tions  should  contact  Pamela  Jones  of  the  Governance  Committee. 

In  another  item  at  the  January  29th  Student  Senate  meeting.  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Association  President,  Steven  Staganelli  reported  that  the  University 
Council  accepted  Marketing  as  a  degree  program  under  the  College  of 
Management  Science.  Formerly  marketing  was  offered  only  as  a  concentra¬ 
tion  of  Management.  The  University  Council  will  be  reviewing  several  re¬ 
quests  made  by  President  Stanganelli  These  requests  are: 

1  To  eliminate  or  reduce  the  course  change  fee: 

2.  To  eliminate  or  reduce  the  recreation  fee  for  West  Cam¬ 
pus  renovations; 

3r  io  review  the  capital  equipment  tee  levied  on  science. 

health,  and  engineering  students: 

4.  To  increase  student  membership  on  U.C.  committees; 

5.  To  review  creation  of  new  oversight  committee  for  Stu¬ 

dent  Activites  budgets; 

6.  To  allow  Human  Values  credit  for  volunteer  practicums 

through  Center  for  Field  Studies 

7.  To  ask  the  U.C.  to  allow  the  Senate  an  advisory  vote  on 

issues  affecting  students. 

The  Student  Union  Building  Facilities  Committee  announced  that  there  are 
still  rooms  in  the  North  Student  Union  Building.  On  South  Campus  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid  Department  will  be  recieving  two  more  rooms  in  the  S.U.B.  and 
the  Student  Health  and  Sexuality  Center,  GOALS,  and  the  Women’s  Center 
will  be  moved  to  the  basement. 

Several  allocation  requests  were  accepted  during  the  Finance  Committee 
report.  A  subscription  to  “The  College  Student  and  the  Courts’’  will  be  reciev- 
ed  at  a  cost  of  $83. 12.  Another  motion  was  passed  for  $34.50  to  buy  a  funeral 
arrangement  for  a  former  University  employee,  Mary  Bolan.  Three  hundred 
dollars  is  being  donated  to  the  American  Cancer  Society.  Five  hundred  dollars 
was  allocated  to  Public  Relations  as  a  contribution  for  mailing  expenses  in¬ 
curred  through  Homecoming. 

In  old  business  the  Privacy  and  Freedom  of  Information  proposal  was  pass¬ 
ed.  This  proposal  gives  people  free  access  to  S.G.A.  files  during  normal 
S.G.A.  office  hours. 

The  next  Student  Senate  meeting  will  be  on  February  12th  at  7:00  PM  in 
the  Senate  Chambers  on  the  fourth  floor  of  Fox  Hall. 


Trustee  Asks  FinComm  for  Compensation

At  the  Finance  Committee  meeting  last  Monday,  February  10th, 
Student  Trustee  Fred  Winsmann  asked  the  committee  for  a  full  reim¬ 
bursement  of  the  legal  fees  stemming  from  the  law  suit  of  Winsmann 
versus  the  Elections  Committee,  the  Student  Court,  the  University, 

and  Student  Trustee  candidates 
Robert  Coakley  and  Kathleen 
McGuire. 

The  lawsuit  is  a  result  of  last 
spring’s  controversial  Student 
Government  elections.  In  the  race  for 
Student  Trustee,  Fred  Winsmann 
won  with  479  votes  to  Robert 
Coakley ’s  446  votes  and  Kathleen 
McGuire’s  222  votes.  Winsmann, 
however,  was  disqualified  for 
violating  the  mailroom  policy  and  the 
poster  .policy  and  also  campaigning 
in  restricted  areas.  Winsmann  appeal¬ 
ed  the  disqualification  to  the  Student 
Court  and.  although  he  was  not 
cleared  of  the  charges,  he  was  award¬ 
ed  a  special  run-off  election.  Robert 
Coakley  won  the  run-off  election  with 
approximately  seventy  percent  of  the 
votes.  Winsmann  placed  seconu-witxi 
McGuire  following  in  third. 

Displeased  with  the  Student 
Court’s  decision  and  believing  that  all 
administrative  remedies  had  been  ex¬ 
hausted,  Winsmann  filed  suit  against 
the  Election  Committee,  the  Student 
Court,  the  University,  and  Student 
Trustee  candidates  Robert  Coakley 
and  Kathleen  McGuire.  Winsmann 
states  that  he  was  concerned  mainly 
with  clearing  his  name.  “No  one  is 
going  to  call  me  a  cheater  because 
Fred  Winsmann  does  not  cheat,’’  he 
said. 

The  case  was  ruled  out  of  Supreme  Court  and  tried  again  in  a  de  novo  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Appeals  of 
the  University.  The  Board  unanimously  agreed  that  Winsmann  had  violated  no  rules.  The  final  vote  declaring  him 
the  duly-elected  Student  Trustee  was  six  to  one. 

Many  people  question  why  Winsmann  brought  the  case  to  an  outside  court  after  Allen  Scheier,  a  justice  of  the 
Student  Court,  urged  him  to  turn  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Winsmann  says  he  investigated  this  possibility  with  Dean 
King  but  both  he  and  Dean  King  were  told  by  the  Dean’s  superiors  that  turning  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  was  not

ULowell  Welcomes  Elizabeth  Kaeton

An  ecumenical  Protestant  chaplain¬ 
cy  has  been  established  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Lowell  with  the  appointment 
of  Elizabeth  M.C.  Kaeton. 

.Area  church  leaders  became  aware 
of  the  need  for  a  Protestant  chaplain 
when  Rev.  Fred  Guthrie,  who  was 
then  the  Catholic  chaplain,  voiced  his 
concern  that  many  Protestant  students 
were  coming  to  him  for  advice. 
Pleased  to  help  these  students,  Fr. 
Guthrie  felt  that  personal  issues  of 
marriage,  divorce,  and  abortion  need¬ 
ed  to  be  addressed  by  a  person  with 
the  same  religious  background  as  the 
student.  The  church  leaders  then 
formed  the  Campus  Ministry  Search 
Committee  which  included  area 
pastors  and  interested  laypeople  from 
the  Greater  Lowell  area. 

According  to  ULowell  visiting 
prof.  Larry  Thatcher,  president  of  the 
committee,  the  group  interviewed  6 
of  its  55  applicants  before  hiring 
Elizabeth  Kaeton.  “Our  main  con¬ 
cern  was  that  this  person  be  able  to 
work  in  an  ecumenical  atomosphere. 

The  University  is  so  religiously 
diverse  that  the  chaplain  must  be  able 
to  provide  ministry  for  students  who 
range  from  unchurched  to  those  who 
come  from  an  evangelical 
background,”  commented  Thatcher.

Mrs.  Kaeton  comes  to  ULowell 
with  a  broad  background  of  ex¬ 
perience  including  15  years  as  a 
registered  nurse  and  previous  work 
as  a  community  health  educator  and 
refugee  resettlement  coordinator.  She 
is  currently  completing  her  M.Div. 
studies  at  the  Episcopal  Divinity 
School  in  Cambridge,  and  will  be  or¬ 
dained  in  April. 

According  to  Mrs.  Kaeton,  who 
prefers  to  be  called  Elizabeth,  “I  will 
serve  God  and  the  people  of  God  by 
combining  my  seminary  and  nursing 


experience  to  demonstrate  pastoral, 
liturgical,  educational,  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  leadership.”  Her  ecuca- 
tional  background  includes  a  B.S. 
from  Lesley  College  with  a  special 
concentration  in  human  services  and 
counseling,  and  an  R.N.'s  certificate 
from  St.  Anne^s  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing. 

The  chaplaincy  at  ULowell  is 
Elizabeth’s  first  experience  working 
in  a  college  setting.  Prior  to  accep¬ 
ting  this  position,  she  spoke  with 
chaplains  from  Boston  University  and 
Harvard,  and  read  extensively  to 
familiarize  herself  with  common  pro¬ 
blems  among  students.  Reflecting  on 
her  role  at  the  University,  the  new 
chaplain  noted,  “that  stress,  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  goal  to  succeed,  is  more 
prevalent  at  ULowell  because  of  the 
high  number  of  first  generation 
students.  The  pressure  to  succeed 
results  in  a  burden  when  a  student 


feels  that  he  has  let  his  family  down.  ” 

She  views  her  chaplaincy  as  a 
source  of  Christian  support  and 
guidance  for  Protestants  and 
members  of  other  religious 
denominations.  Although  she  is  an 
Episcopalean,  Elizabeth  said  she  will 
be  available  for  anyone  with  a  ques¬ 
tion  about  God’s  role  in  the  whole  life 
experience.  She  hopes,  she  said,  to 
be  a  minister  of  prescence,  adding  “I 
am  here  for  the  people  of  God.” 

While  her  passion  is  eating 
icecream,  Elizabeth  is  also  a  profes¬ 
sional  clown,  who  has  been  clown¬ 
ing  for  three  years  with  a  specific 
emphasis  on  ministry.  While  perfor¬ 
ming  as  “Daisy  Doulous,”  her  clown 
character  teaches  herself  as  well  as 
others  about  the  church.  “The  clown 
cuts  through  barriers,”  she  said, 
“because  Daisy  is  ageless,  and 
genderless.”  While  performing  as 
Daisy,  Elizabeth  spends  time  visiting 
nursing  homes  and  hospitals,  but  her 
favorite  thing  to  do  is  stopping  by  the 
supermarket  on  Saturdays.  She  is  also 
involved  with  a  youth  group  in 
Boston  called  the  Rainbow  Connec¬ 
tion.  The  group  uses  pantomine  to 
convey  a  modern  interpretation  of 
scripture  so  that  it  is  easily 
understood  and  may  be  applied  to 
everyday  life. 

The  new  chaplain  is  interested  in 
exploring  Haiti  as  a  two  week  service 
project  where  students  will  help 
rebuild  buildings  and  assist  farmers 
with  their  crops.  .Another  service  pro¬ 
ject  scheduled  for  Sunday  May  4,  in 
a  joint  effort  with  Rev.  Paul  Garrity 
of  the  Newman  Center,  will  involve 
both  groups  in  the  Greater  Boston 
Walk  for  Hunger.  Joint  liturgical  ser¬ 
vices  are  also  planned. 

Mrs.  Kaeton  resides  in  Cambridge 
with  her  family,  but  intends  to  move 
to  Lowell  during  the  spring  semester. 
Her  office  is  in  room  409  of  Fox  Hall 
with  drop  in  time  Monday  through 
Friday,  from  2  until  4  p.m.  She  also 
plans  to  be  available  during  the  lunch 
hour  so  that  students  may  gather  in 
her  office  for  a  quiet  talk.  Throughout 
the  semester,  worship  services  are 
scheduled  for  Wednesday  and  Sun¬ 
day  nights. 


It  is  proposed  that  if  a  student  ever 
falls  below  2.0  in  a  semester  or  for 
cumulative  GPA,  he/she  will  be  plac¬ 
ed  on  ACADEMIC  WARNING.  If, 
at  the  end  of  the  next  semester,  the 
student  still  has  a  GPA  of  less  than 
2.0  (per  semester  or  cumulative), 
he/she  will  be  suspended.  If  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  semester  GPA  falls  below 
0.750,  he/she  will  automatically  be 
suspended. 

This  proposed  policy  contrasts  with 
that  found  in  the  course  book.  Copies 
of  the  proposal  can  be  found  in  the 
SGA  office  in  Fox  412. 

The  reason  for  this  proposal  is  that 
it  will  enhance  the  quality  of  a  stu¬ 
dent’s  education  and  identify  a  pro¬ 
blem  student  early  before  he/she  is 
beyond  the  capability  of  raising  the 
cum  GPA  in  time  for  graduation.

a  feasible  solution.  Winsmann  went  on  to  state,  “I  believe  I  was  forced  to 
sue.  My  name  was  tarnished.  All  administrative  remedies  had  been  ex¬ 
hausted.” 

There  are  many  contradictions  in  this  case.  In  defense  of  the  students,  Dan 
Conley,  student  member  of  the  University  Council,  pointed  out  that  the  Board 
of  Appeals  is  clearly  noted  in  the  University  handbook.  He  believes  that 
because  the  administration  stated  in  the  beginning  that  this  was  not  an  op¬ 
tion,  they  are  at  fault  and  the  Student  Government  Association  should  not 
be  held  responsible  for  the  payment  of  Winsmann ’s  legal  fees.  Student  Court 
Justice  Allen  Scheier  agrees  with  Conley.  At  Monday’s  meeting  he  stated, 
“Supposedly  the  S.G.A.  serves  the  best  interests  of  the  students.  I  fail  to 
see  how  this  best  serves  the  interests  of  the  students.” 

Winsmann  feels  that  his  request  is  a  valid  one  because  the  defendants’  legal 
fees  were  funded  through  SGA  projects.  President  Hogan  approved  this  ac¬ 
tion  because  the  defendants  were  being  sued  as  members  of  the  S.G.A.  and 
not  simply  as  students.  Winsmann  understands  why  their  fees 
were  covered  but  he  questions  why  Robert  Coakley’s  fees  were  included  with 
their  reimbursement.  In  his  closing  statement  Winsmann  stated,  “I  come  back 
as  a  student  who  at  the  beginning  became  involved  with  this  only  to  help 
the  other  students.”  He  asked  the  Finance  Committee  to  carefully  consider 
his  request. 

A  final  decision  was  not  reached  and  Winsmann’ s  request  will  be  considered 
further  at  the  next  Finance  Committee  meeting  on  Monday,  February  24th. 
The  meeting  will  be  held  at  8:00  pm  in  the  Senate  Chambers  on  the  fourth 
floor  of  Fox  Hall.

A  Step  in  the 

Right  Direction

This  semester  a  new  administator  was  hired  whose  purpose  is  to  improve 
the  quality  of  resident  life.  The  position,  Director  of  Resident  Life  and  Hous¬ 
ing,  is  new  to  ULoweli  but  not  new  to  Larry  Siegel,  who  will  be  wearing 
that  hat. 

Being  the  Director  of  Resident  Life  is  nothing  new  to  Siegel;  he’s  a  seasoned 
veteran  of  this  position.  He  spent  the  last  four  years  at  SUN Y— Stony  Brook 
and  before  at  Rutgers  University  with  the  same  responsibilities.  He,  along 
with  his  wife  and  their  2  year-old  daughter,  have  now  settled  in  Lowell.  Larry 
spoke  to  me  about  his  role  at  ULowell,  how  the  students  fit  into  the  picture, 
new  dormitories,  and  the  Ratskellar. 

As  Director  of  Resident  Life  and  Housing,  his  reponsibilities  include  manag¬ 
ing  the  Resident  Advisors  (R.A.’s),  now  called  Hall  Directors,  and  the  floor 
counselors,  now  R.A.’s.  No,  they  haven’t  been  promoted;  their  respon¬ 
sibilities,  unlike  their  titles,  remain  unchanged.  Siegel  believes  that  the  name 
changing  is  not  frivolous,  but  more  importantly  the  beginning  of  a  change 
of  concept.  Up  until  now,  students  had  housing,  which  implies  a  place  to 
sleep.  Resident  life  and  housing,  however,  goes  beyond  that  and  means  a 
place  to  live.  With  this  concept  in  mind,  he  plans  to  develope  the  training 
of  the  staff  and  provide  direction  to  create  a  sense  of  community  within  each 
of  the  Halls.  At  SUNY  each  Hall  has  an  identity  which  uniquely  fits  the  com¬ 
posite  of  the  people  who  live  there.  Each  Hall  also  sponsers  its  own  speakers, 
workshops,  and  parties.  It  is  that  sense  of  identity  that  Larry  would  like  to 
cultivate  in  the  dorms. 

For  the  rest  of  the  semester  Larry  will  learn  the  system,  establish  relation¬ 
ships,  and  try  to  understand  the  students  needs.  About  what  he’s  observed

here  so  far,  he  commented  that  “there’s  a  real  high  level  of  competancies 
here  that  I’ve  seen  in  the  students.”  He  plans  to  work  closely  with  the  Inter- 
Dormitory  Council  and  sees  ULowell’ s  current  dorm  situation  as  a  good  star¬ 
ting  board  on  which  to  initiate  a  transition  from  student  housing  to  student 
life.  Unlike  the  situations  at  other  colleges  who  offered  him  similar  positions, 
he  sees  no  negatives  here  and  has  a  lot  of  respect  for  Dean  Duggan.  He  feels 
that  she  and  her  student  staff  have  accomplished  the  work  that  most  colleges 
this  size  would  have  4  full-time  staff  do.  “Part  of  my  reason  for  coming  here 
is  that  I  feel  that  the  administration  has  a  true  commitment  to  improve  life 
here  on  campus.” 

Larry  wants  to  include  the  students  in  the  decision-making  process  and  has 
ideas  of  how  he’d  like  to  work  with  them.  Students,  for  their  part,  need  to 
be  open-minded  and  honest.  They  need  to  be  supportive  of  the  Hall  Direc¬ 
tors  and  R.  A.  ’s  in  order  for  the  transition  to  be  a  smooth  one.  Students  should 
voice  their  concerns  so  that  later  the  transition  movement  is  not  plagued  by 
hindsight.  He  indicates  that  he  does  not  make  decisions  solely  on  his  own 
judgement  and  wants  to  include  the  students  in  the  decision-making  process. 
“We  need  to  be  here  and  we  need  to  work  together.” 

Is  new  housing  a  reality  or  just  a  dream?  Apparently,  new  housing  has 
been  moved  off  the  back  burner  to  become  a  priority  of  significance.  The 
University  is  seriously  considering  building  behind  Leitch  and  Bourgeois  Halls. 
This  would  create  a  quad  area  in  between  the  buildings  which  could  be  used 
for  student  activities.  Also  under  consideration  is  the  possibility  of  exten¬ 
ding  Concordia  Hall.  Whatever  location  is  chosen,  it  seems  that  it  will  be 
at  least  spring  of  ’87  before  the  buildings  would  be  completed. 

What  about  the  Rat?  Larry  expects  to  take  a  look  at  it  this  week.  From 
what  he’s  heard,  he  would  like  to  see  it  used  for  the  student’s  benefit.  The 
old  Ratskellar  could  be  used  for  many  purposes  and  we,  the  students,  have 
an  obligation  to  ourselves  to  voice  our  opinions  as  to  what  we  want  to  do 
with  it.  As  we  all  know  there  is  virtually  no  chance  that  alcohol  will  be  serv¬ 
ed  in  the  Rat  for  whatever  ultimate  purpose  it  is  used.  We  must  accept  this. 

We’re  taking  a  step  in  the  right  direction.

Forbidden  Broadway  1986,  Gerard  Alessandrini ’s  hit  musical 
comedy  revue,  is  now  playing  in  the  Terrace  Room  at  the  Boston 
Park  Plaza  Hotel  The  company  stars  Jerry  Christakos ,  Toni 
DiBuono,  Michael  McGrath,  Karen  Murphy,  and  Musical

Forbidden  Broadway  1986  hits  Broadway  and  its  stars  below  the  belt  by 
altering  well-known  songs.  During  the  show  you  find  out  “who  knows  who” 
and  “who  you  know,”  while  the  company-with  strong  clear  voices  and  quick 
costume  changes-act  out  portions  of  Broadway  shows.  Incorporating  new 
material  and  revising  the  old.  Forbidden  Broadway  1986  spoofs  the  glitz  of 
Broadway  from  “Dreamgirls”  and  “Fiddler  on  the  Roof’  to  Liza  Minelli 
and  Angela  Lansburv.  On  the  small  stage  where  the  piano  is  the  only  prop, 
the  troupe  bombards  the  audience  with  a  range  of  skits  and  songs. 

The  performance  opens  with  Toni  Dibuono  and  Michael  McGrath  who  are 
supposedly  part  of  the  audience.  They  boisterously  argue  their  way  onstage 
displacing  the  two  actors  already  performing.  This  beginning  act  flows  into 
the  rest  of  the  show  as  the  four  performers  capture  the  idiosyncracies  of  famous 
actors  in  successful  impersonations. 

Toni  Dibuono  plays  Carol  Channing  from  the  wide-mouthed  smile  and 
voice  to  the  girlish  gestures.  With  an  occasional  hiccup,  Michael  McGrath 
is  the  off-key  Richard  Harris  singing,  ‘I  wonder  what  the  king  is  drinking 
tonight.  ”  Karen  Murphy  as  the  gracious  Evita  with  swept  up  blond  hair,  flow¬ 
ing  gown,  and  upraised  arms  sings,  “Argentina”  with  the  power  and  emo¬ 
tion  the  song  demands,  but  with  stanzas  that  spoof  Barbra  Streisand.  The 
combination  of  ridiculous  words  and  serious  expressions  heighten  the  humor. 
Dressing  in  drag,  Jerry  Christakos  gleefully  mimics  George  Hem  in  “I  Ham 
What  I  Ham”  with  exaggerated  facial  expressions  and  flamboyant  hand- 
waving.  While  all  these  antics  fill  the  stage,  Brad  Ellis  loyally  enlivens  the 
pace  with  accompanying  piano  in  the  background,  except  when  he  threatens 
to  give  up  the  show  with,  “I’m  Sick  of  Playing  Their  Songs.” 

Forbidden  Broadway  1986  succeeds  because  of  the  cleverness  and  insight 
of  Alessandrini,  and  the  energy  and  talent  of  the  actors.  Its  quick  pace  and 
livelv  performers  carry  the  show  from  start  to  finish.

World-class  drummer  Louie 
Bellson,  who  originated  the  twin  bass 
drum  setup,  will  present  a  free 
clinic/demonstration  at  the  University 
of  Lowell’s  Fisher  Recital  Hall,  south 
campus,  on  Sunday,  Feb.  16,  at  7 
p.m. 

A  composer,  arranger,  conductor 
as  well  as  a  percussionist  who  started 
the  idea  of  the  disappearing  drum 
spurs,  and  invented  the  metal  drum 
sticks  and  silent  drum  practice  pad 
outfit,  Bellson  was  Benny  Goodman’s 
big  band  drummer  and  did  stints  with 
Tommy  Dorsey,  Harry  James,  Duke 
Ellington,  and  Count  Basie.  More 
recently,  he  performed  on  ‘‘The 
Tonight  Show”  in  early  February. 

Hailed  by  Duke  Ellington  as  “the 
world’s  greatest  drummer,”  Bellson 
has  always  made  music  a  part  of  his 
life.  While  still  in  grammar  school  he 
and  his  brothers  formed  a  street  cor¬ 
ner  band  and  when  he  was  just  15 
became  dissatisfied  with  his  drum  set¬ 
up  and  drew  a  detailed  sketch  of  his 
twin  bass  drum  setup  for  a  high 
school  art  class.  It  took  seven  years 
to  convince  a  drum  company  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  two-bass  drum  setup  which  to¬ 
day  is  used  by  more  than  75  percent 
of  all  drummers  including  many  rock 
performers. 

The  writing  genius  as  well  as  the 
instrumental  and  rhythmic  talents  of 
Louie  Bellson  were  showcased  with 
the  big  bands.  His  “ Skin  Deep,” 

‘‘Hawk  Talks,  ”  and  “ Ting-a-Ling ” 
were  performed  regularly  and  record¬ 
ed  with  Ellington  and  his

And  the  Winner  is...

....Nobody,  it  seems,  especially  Director  Steven  Spielberg.  The  Academy 
of  Motion  Picture  Arts  and  Sciences  announced  it’s  nominations  for  this  year’s 
Oscar  Awards,  and  in  a  gesture  of  magnificent,  staggemg  stupidity,  the 
Academy  ignores  Steven  Spielberg  and  denied  him  a  nomination  for  best  direc¬ 
tor  for  the  film  ‘‘The  Color  Purple ”,  based  on  the  Alice  Walker  novel  of 
the  same  name.  To  say  I  was  dismayed  and  disgusted  is  an  understatement. 
In  reflection,  however  I  shouldn’t  be  surprised.  Two  years  ago,  Spielberg 
was  nominated  for  the  beautiful,  emotional,  if  somewhat  overkilled,  ‘‘E.T.  ” 
He  lost  the  award  in  a  sympathy  vote  for  Richard  Attenborough,  who  directed 
“ Ghandi ”.  Mr.  Attenborough  spent  ten  years  fighting  to  bring  “ Ghandi ” 
to  the  screen,  but  there  is  considerable  doubt  as  to  whether  he  won  solely 
for  his  directorial  skills.  All  that  aside,  at  least  that  time  Spielberg  was 
nominated,  then  snubbed.  This  time  they  couldn’t  even  give  the  man  a 
nomination.  In  fact,  he  may  only  get  an  Oscar  after  he  dies  for  lifetime  achieve¬ 
ment,  since  it  is  the  Academy’s  policy  to  feel  sympathy  for  others  that  should 
have  been  respected  long  ago.  To  make  matters  worse,  the  film  was  nominated

Festival 

The  Portsmouth  Black  Heritage 
Festival  occurs  in  February  to 
observe  Black  History  Month.  Begin¬ 
ning  over  fifty  years  ago  as  a  week- 
long  observance,  in  the  1960’s  the  na¬ 
tional  celebration  of  black  history  was 
extended  to  an  entire  month  and  coin¬ 
cides  with  the  commemoration  of 
Abraham  Lincoln’s  birthday  on 
February  12  and  the  birth  of 
Frederick  Douglass  on  February  14. 
Douglass  was  bom  a  slave,  escaped 
to  freedom  and  became  a  well-known 
abolitionist  orator  and  writer. 

The  Blues  Bank  Collective,  an 
organization  to  promote  blues  and 
blues-influenced  music,  is  again  this 
year  coordinating  the  Black  Heritage 
Festival  in  Portsmouth.  Additional 
help  and  sponsorship  is  being 
generously  provided  by  the  Port¬ 
smouth  Music  Hall,  the  Baha’i  Com¬ 
munity,  Kwanza  (a  black  women’s 
civic  organization),  the  Cuzin 
Richard  Entertainment  Agen- 
cy/CREA,  the  Portsmouth  Public 
Library  and  The  Press  Room. 

Now  in  its  second  year,  the  Festival 
offers  concerts,  a  lecture  and  film 
series  that  will  educate  as  well  as 
entertain.  Demonstrating  that  black 
culture  has  an  effect  on  all  of  our  dai¬ 
ly  lives,  the  Festival  hopes  to 
heighten  an  awareness  in  the  com¬ 
munity  of  our  black  heritage. 

Last  year  the  Blues  Bank  Collec¬ 
tive  produced,  with  the  cooperation 
of  Hank  and  Nancy  Madden,  a  video 
documentary  on  the  life  of  eighty- 
year-old  Portsmouth  bluesman  B.  J. 
Johnson.  This  year  the  Blues  Bank 
plans  the  commissioning  of  an  art 
project  honoring  the  late  Delta 
bluesman  Bukka  White.  This  project 
will  mark  Bukka ’s  musical  contribu¬ 
tion  and  symbolize  the  shared  source 
of  much  of  today’s  music—The  Blues.

Bellson  is  also  a  composer  who  has 
studied  for  many  years  with  Buddy 
Baker.  He  has  written  and  conducted 
a  ballet,  “The  Marriage  Vows,” 
commissioned  and  performed  at  the 
Las  Vegas  Jazz  Festival;  “Symphony 
in  Jazz- Americana,”  premiered  by  a 
60-piece  orchestra  in  Las  Vegas,  and 
“Composition  for  Piano  and  Or¬ 
chestra  ’  ’  presented  in  concert  by  a 
5 5 -piece  orchestra  in  Washington,

Student  Trustee  Report 

The  Board  of  Trusteesmet  last  on  Wednesday,  January  22,  1986  in  the  Paley  Room 
of  Southwick  Hall.  The  Committee  Meetings  were  held  immediately  before  the  full 
Board  Meeting. 

Under  the  Committee  on  Personnel,  Labor  Relations,  and  Affirmative  Action  the 
Board  approved  the  creation  of  the  position  of  supervisor  of  Aquatic/ Athletic  Com¬ 
plex.  The  Board  also  approved  a  request  by  the  administration  to  appoint  Laurence 
Siegel  to  the  position  of  Director  of  Housing.  Other  approved  appointments  by  the 
Board  included  the  appointment  of  Maureen  Wolfenden  as  Resident  Nurse  in  the 
Health  Services  Department. 

The  Committee  on  Faculty,  Academic  and  Student  Affairs,  and  LongRange  Plann¬ 
ing  as  well  as  the  full  Board  resolved  to  encourage  the  administration  to  pursue  the 
“King/Tsongas  Center  for  Leadership  pevelopment” (named  in  memory  pf  Dr.  Mar¬ 
tin  Luther  King,  Jr. ,  and  in  honor  of  Senator  Paul  E.  Tsongas  who  is  also  a  Trustee) 
as  one  of  the  factors  in  the  University’s  quest  to  balance  the  University’s  population 
with  that  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Board,  under  this  Committee,  also  decided 
-  to  approve  a  request  to  establish  the  Department  of  Marketing  in  the  College  of 
Management  Science.  Finally,  a  Certificate  of  Advanced  Graduate  Study  prograr . 
proposal  for  three  specific  areas  of  educational  administration  was  approved  for  for¬ 
warding  for  final  approval  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Higher  Education.  I  quote 
from  the  intent  to  Plan  Form  that  “This  program  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
experienced  professionals  already  in  possession  of  the  Masters  degree  (in  Educa¬ 
tion)  who-do  not  aspire  or  are  not  qualified  to  seek  the  Ed.D  degree.  This  program 
will  greatly  strengthen  weak  areas  in  our  educational  systems  by  educating  those 
such  as  Department  Chairs,  Vice-Principals,  Principals,  and  Assistant  Superintendents 
in  advanced  administrative  knowledge.  Our  College  of  Education  has  with  this  pro¬ 
gram  proposal  again  proven  to  be  a  fore-runner  in  attempting  to  strengthen  the  educa¬ 
tional  systems  of  the  state  as  well  as  the  nation.  The  Committee  on  Administration 
and  Finance  and  the  Research  Foundation  acted  to  establish  the  King/Tsongas  Center 
for  Leadership  Development  Trust  Fund.  Information  given  to  the  Trustees  under 
this  Committee  included  the  financial  statements  of  the  Building  Authority  for  1984. 

Any  student  wishing  to  view  these  is  welcomed  to  contact  me.  The  Building  Authority 
is  strictly  a  fiscal  body  chartered  by  the  Commonwealth  to  build  dormitories  and 
sell  bonds.  The  Building  Authority  owns  all  of  the  dormitories  on  campus  (except 
Concordia  Hall),  the  Research  Foundation  and  the  student  apartments  on  East 
Meadow  Lane.  The  Committee  on  Resource  Development  accepted  various 
donations.  **  ^  r  -

Any  students  wishing  to  discuss  specifics  of  the  discussions  is  invited  to  contact  me. 
I  spoke  to  President  Hogan  regarding  the  creation  of  a  mutual  society  out  of  the 

Bookstore  to  bring  a  dividend  back  to  each  student  from  surplus  funds.  The  amount 
of  surplus  funds  left  in  the  Bookstore  account  at  the  end  of  each  year  is  astronomical! 
Currently  these  funds  are  used  for  various  scholarships  etc.  I  believe  each  student 
should  get  money  back  at  the  end  of  each  year  because  they  are  forced  to  pay  high 
prices  for  books  due  to  minimum  order  requirements  and  attempts  by  the  bookstore 
to  make  sure  they  order  enough  books.  Please  voice  your  opinion  on  this  matter; 
the  President  is  in  support  and  this  program  is  currently  operating  succesfully  at 
area  Colleges  and  Universtites. 

I  also  spoke  to  President  Hogan  regarding  the  fact  that  many  University  employees 
are  rude  to  students  and  told  him  of  the  specifics  that  some  of  you  spoke  to  me  about. 
He  said  he  will  campaign  to  end  this. 

A  presentation  was  given  to  the  Board  by  the  Graduate  School.  I  have  much  infor¬ 
mation  and  handouts  regarding  its  programs,  admissions  requirements,  and  policies; 
please  contact  me  if  you  have  questions  or  corcems. 

In  regard  to  the  recent  publicity  concerning  Dr.  Hurst  Chairmen  Coutu  held  a  meeting 
with  an  appointed  committee  to  attempt  to  resolve  any  problems.  I  believe  that  the 
administration  has  the  situation  well  in  hand.  I  would  be  happy  to  field  individual 
questions  regarding  the  situation  if  you  have  them. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  will  meet  next  on  Wednesday,  March  26,  1986.  The  Com¬ 
mittees  will  meet  in  succession  this  same  day  beginning  at  4  pm.  Please  contact  me 
with  concerns  or  questions.  I  am  currently  putting  together  the  agenda,  as  chair, 
for  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  athletics.

I  am  sure  that  you  have  all  seen  the  notice  on  the  front  page  which  states  that  the  date  of 
commencement  has  been  changed  from  May  31  to  June  1. 

This  decision  was  made  approximately  two  weeks  ago  and  without  student  input.  To  make 
a  decision  on  an  event  as  important  as  commencement  without  allowing  the  students,  or  at 
least  in  this  case  the  senior  class  officers,  to  be  part  of  the  decision-making  process  is  unfair 
and  improper. 

The  original  date  has  been  published  in  the  Schedule  of  Classes  booklet  for  a  year.  Nowhere 
on  the  academic  calendar  page  is  it  stated  that  dates  are  subject  to  change.  Some  people  have 
already  made  plans  for  June  1  and  are  unable  to  attend  commencement,  including  our  class 
advisor.  Granted,  the  change  of  date  will  not  have  a  great  effect  on  the  number  of  students 
who  can  or  can  not  attend,  but  to  not  ask  for  student  input  is  inappropriate. 

The  decision  was  made  so  that  we  may  accomodate  some  of  the  honorary  degree  recipients 
who  would  have  been  unable  to  attend  had  commencement  been  held  on  Saturday.  These 
people  were  contacted  in  December  immediately  after  the  commencement  committee  made 
its  decision.  Did  the  recipients  take  four  weeks  to  accept  or  decline?  Or  let  us  know  that  they 
could  not  attend  a  Saturday  ceremony?  If  the  senior  class  officers  had  not  discovered  the  change 
and  confronted  the  administration,  when  would  we  have  informed? 

Since  some  of  the  degree  recipients  had  prior  commitments,  perhaps  the  administration  will 
learn  from  this  experience  and  begin  the  process  earlier.  If  this  is  impossible  then  they  should 
state  that  the  dates  in  the  academic  calendar  are  tentative.

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Exceptions  To  The  Rule 

Too  often  an  issue  comes  along  that  strikes  a  sensitive  nerve-one  that  we 
feel  is' wrong  and  should  be  changed.  Too  often  we  sit  passively  waiting  for 
someone  else  to  take  the  initiative,  and  too  often  the  issue  remains  the  same. 
This  time  I’m  taking  the  initiative. 

The  other  day  I  walked  into  the  bookstore  at  the  University  of  Lowell  with 
the  intention  of  returning  two  books-two  completely  unscathed,  brand-new 
books.  I  was  met  by  the  store  manager  who  asked  me  if  I  had  a  receipt,  which 
I  obviously  had.  He  then  asked  if  I  had  a  drop/add  slip. 

“No,”  I  answered. 

“Then  that  will  be  fifteen  percent,”  he  replied. 

The  next  thing  I  knew,  he  was  writing  me  a  check  for  $14.63  instead  of 
$16.63,  the  actual  cost  of  the  two  books.  I  was  stunned,  but  I  didn't  say  a 
thing,  and  thought  about  it  for  the  rest  of  the  day.  “There's  no  way  they 
can  justify  that  fifteen  percent  reduction.”  After  a  little  investigation,  I  still 
feel  the  same. 

I've  since  become  aware  of  the  bookstore’s  return  policy.  It  seems  that 
unless  an  individual  has  a  drop/add  slip  or  a  class  cancellation  notice,  he  will 
be  charged  a  fifteen  percent  reduction  in  the  return  price,  provided,  of  course, 
the  book  is  returned  within  the  drop/add  period.  But  why  the  fifteen  per¬ 
cent?  According  to  the  bookstore,  it’s  a  service  charge. 

A  service  charge  is  usually  initiated  when  a  particular  service  has  been 
provided,  or,  as  in  this  case,  when  an  organization— rather  a  bureacracy- 
decides  they  can’t  cope  with  the  pressure  of  sixteen-thousand  students  retur¬ 
ning  books  at  once.  Please. 

It’s  not  likely  they— the  bookstore’s  boardmembers  made  up  of  students, 
faculty  and  alumni-  are  worried  about  all  sixteen-thousand  of  the  student 
body  going  in  at  once.  They’re  more  likely  to  be  concerned  with  only  a  percen¬ 
tage  of  them  going  in.  Well,  that’s  reasonable,  and  they  do  give  a  refund 
under  their  conditions.  But  what  about  the  other  conditions— the  exception 
to  the  rule  perhaps? 

I  had  bought  all  my  books  the  week  before  the  semester  started;  taking 
advantage  of  the  bookstore's  “convenience”  policy.  For  convenience,  I  also 
bought  books  for  a  class  that  I  had  every  intention  of  adding.  When  the 
semester  started,  however,  I  found  that  the  load  was  far  too  great  for  me 
to  possibly  add  another  course,  at  which  point  I  returned  the  unused  books. 
Yet,  explaining  my  situation  to  the  bookstore  manager  didn’t  seem  to  make 
a  difference.  Neither,  according  to  their  present  policy,  would  this: 

Twenty-three  members  of  a  certain  class  all  but  the  three  books  that  have 
been  allotted  for  that  course  and  section  number  as  previously  posted  by  the 
bookstore.  When  the  semester  begins,  however,  the  teacher  decides  to  use 
only  two  of  the  books.  So,  the  students  who  are  not  building  a  library,  decide 
to  return  the  unused  book,  only  to  receive  a  partial  refund. 

That  partial  refund  is  not  justified.  A  new  book  is  not  like  a  new  car  that 
when  driven  off  the  lot  automatically  decreases  immensely  in  value.  And  it’s 
not  as  though  the  unscathed  book  would  be  resold  as  a  used  one.  This  policy 
sould  either  be  changed,  or  the  bookstore  should  learn  to  make  exceptions. 


In  response  to  Chris  Vitello’s  arti¬ 
cle  “Social  Life  or  Social  Strife.” 

After  reading  the  article  “Social 
Life  or  Social  Strife”,  it  is  obvious 
that  Mr.  Vitello  and  many  other 
students  cannot,  or  do  not  want  to, 
understand  the  reasons  behind  certain 
University  of  Lowell  rules  or  the 
cause  for  the  dwindling  social  life. 

When  I  read  Mr.  Vitello’s  state¬ 
ment:  “The  new  drinking  policy  (for 
residence  halls)  not  only  restricts  any 
form  of  parties  in  the  dorms,  but  you 
can’t  even  sit  quietly  watching  televi¬ 
sion  past  eleven  o’clock  with  your 
door  open.  ”  I  ask  myself:  How  does 
the  new  drinking  policy  stop  you 
from  quietly  watching  television  past 
11  o’clock  with  your  door  open?  I 
have  read  the  rules  several  times  and 
I  have  found  no  such  rule  forbidding 
television  watching  after  1 1  o’clock, 
door  open  or  shut.  A  “Hitler  Youth” 
dorm  staff  can  make  life  miserable, 
but  I  am  sure  this  is  not  the  case.  The 
Residence  Hall  Liquor  Policy  directly 
reflects  the  new  Massachusetts  Li¬ 
quor  Laws  and  plugs  up  any  possi¬ 
ble  loop  holes.

Do  you,  students  of  public  higher  education,  feel  a  bit  stronger,  a  little 
bit  bolder,  and  in  the  mood  to  “Question  Authority?” 

You  ought  to  feel  something. 

Recently,  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  were  amended  to  (finally) 
recognize  each  of  the  28  Student  Governments  in  Massachusetts  as  legal 
representatives  of  their  respective  student  bodies. 

At  long  last  their  is  bona  fide  legal  recognition  of  the  160,000  students 
going  to  the  fourteen  Community  Colleges,  the  nine  State  Colleges,  and  the 
four  great  Universities  in  the  Mass.  Public  Higher  Education  system  (and 
a  heck  of  a  budget  to  support  it.)

Simonaitis  Burns  Track,  Singes  Record

The  Chiefs  took  to  the  road  last 
Thursday  in  a  Hockey  East  battle 
against  Boston  University.  The 
Chiefs  came  out  strong  and  almost 
caught  BU  looking  ahead  to  their 
Beanpot  showdown  with  BC. 

The  Chiefs  leading  scorer,  Jon 
Morris,  opened  the  scoring  and  gave 
Lowell  an  early  lead.  Lowell  carried 
the  play  throughout  the  period,  and 
their  persistence  paid-off  in  the  form 
of  a  Paul  Ames  goal.  Ames  ranks 
with  the  top  defensemen  in  Hockey 
East,  and  has  been  a  leader  on  the 
blueline  for  the  Chiefs. 

Unfortunately  for  Lowell,  a  big  se¬ 
cond  period  by  BU  erased  the  fine  ef¬ 
fort  in  the  first  period  by  the  Chiefs. 
In  the  second  period  BU  scored  four 
unanswered  goals.  The  blame  can’t 
be  placed  on  everybodies  favorite 
scapegoat  this  season,  the  defense. 
The  letdown  was  a  team  one  and  not 
confined  to  the  players  of  one 
paticular  position.  As  has  been  the 
case  all  year,  the  Chiefs  did  not  pack 
it  in  and  quit  like  alot  of  other  teams 
might.  The  third  period  is  never  an 
easy  one  for  the  Chief  s  opposition 
and  the  same  can  be  said  for  this  one. 
Tom  Evangilista  put  the  Chiefs  within 
one  when  he  scored  in  the  first  few 
minutes  of  the  third  period.  Lowell 
pressured  BU  goalie  Bob  Deraney  but 
came  away  with  nothing  and  BU  later 
added  to  their  total.  The  final.  5-3 
BU. 

Lowell  Ice  returned  to  the  Tully 
last  Sunday,  and  played  a  strong 

game  only  to  end  up  being  tied  by  the 

"Xniversity  of  NewHampshire 
Wildcats.  The  Chiefs  had  the  lead 
before  the  game  was  even  two 
minutes  old.  The  Lowell  goal  was 
scored  by  Rob  Badger  with  the  assist 
going  to  Tony  LoPilato.  UNH 
cameback  with  two  of  their  own  to 
close  out  the  first  period. 


Mike  Rawnsley  tied  it  up  in  the  se¬ 
cond  period  for  Lowell,  but  the 
Wildcats  cameback  to  score  and  take 
the  lead.  LoPilato  tied  the  game  for 
Lowell  again.  Nobody  else  in  the 
league  plays  with  the  intensity  of  a 
Tony  LoPilato  and  it  has  begun  to 
pay-off  with  points  on  the  scoreboard 
for  the  Chiefs. 

Jon  Morris  gave  the  lead  to  the 
Chiefs  for  the  second  time  in  the 
game.  There  is  nothing  that  can  be 
said  about  Jon  Morris,  that  probably 
hasn’t  been  said  before,  he  is  simply 
THE  best  and  most  exciting  player  in 
college  hockey.  Case  closed,  no 
discussion,  no  argument.  It  looked  as 
though  coach  Bill  Riley  would  get  his 
300th  career  coaching  victory,  but  the 
fates  [and  the  referee]  intervened  so 
a  late  UNH  goal  forced  the  Chiefs  to 
settle  for  the  tie. 

The  Chiefs  play  BC  this  Sunday  at 
2:00  on  the  road.  Their  next  home 
game  is  on  Wednesday  the  19th 
against  Northeastern. 

Aside  note: 

The  seniors  on  the  Boston  College 
hockey  team  spent  the  time  between 
the  first  and  second  rounds  of  the 
Beanpot  on  their  video  careers. [for 
the  lucky  who  haven’t  seen  the  video, 
it  is  based  on  the  Superbowl  Shuffle 
with  the  title  the  Beanpot  Trot,  and 
was  shown  between  periods  of  the 
Bruins  game  on  Sunday  vs  Quebec] 
Meanwhile  the  Boston  University 
hockey  team  w  as  preparing  to  do  the 
Beanpot  Bash  on  BC. 

Terry  Taillefer.  the  MVP,  made  43 
saves  and  Clark  Donatelli  added  a 
pair  of  goals  to  lead  BU  over  BC  in 
the  Beanpot  championship  game  4-1. 
The  win  gave  Boston  University  its 
13th  Beanpot  title  and  was  its  first  ti¬ 
tle  since  1982.  Last  years  winner, 
Northeastern,  lost  to  Harvard  7-1  in 
the  consolation  game. 


All-American  Dennis  Simonaitis 
has  branded  his  name  onto  the  track 
at  the  University  of  Lowell.  In  runn¬ 
ing  the  2  mile  race  at  the  University 
of  Maine  on  February  8,  Simonaitis 
broke  an  eight  year  record  and  won 
the  Eastern  League  Championships. 
The  record  which  was  held  by  U. 
Lowell  great  Bob  Hodge  got  a  bit  of 
a  shave  as  it  was  lowered  from  8:48.8 
to  Simonaitis’  8:48.4. 

“He  ran  one  of  the  two  best  races 
of  his  life,  he  also  ran  a  terrific  3,000 
meter  race  last  year.  Strategically  he 
ran  the  race  perfectly  and  any  time 
you  break  one  of  Hodge’s  records, 
you  know  you’re  running  fast’’  com¬ 
mented  coach  George  Davis. 
Simonaitis  ran  with  the  top  few  run¬ 
ners  for  the  first  half  of  the  2  mile 
distance,  the  group  of  them  covered 
the  first  mile  in  4:26  at  which  time 
a  runner  from  another  team  picked  up 
the  pace.  The  pack  stayed  together  for 
the  next  700  meters  until  Simonaitis 
was  seemingly  catapulted  forward  by 
the  lead  runners  as  they  slowed  and 
Simonaitis  lost  them  in  the  smoke  on 
the  comer.  Not  only  did  he  cover  the 
last  mile  in  4:22  but  accelerated  into 
the  last  half  mile  by  clocking  those 
800  meters  in  2:10.  “That’s  pretty 
awesome  to  run  a  2: 10  in  a  two-mile 
race’’  commented  Davis. 
Half-milers  Bob  Flaherty  and  Steve 
Limperis  ran  under  two  minute  races 
on  Saturday  for  800  meters.  Flaher¬ 
ty  equaled  his  seasons  best  of  1 : 59. 1 
and  Limperis  finished  at  1:59.3  for 
7th  and  8th  places  respectively  in  the 
finals.  “Limperis  had  a  great  perfor¬ 
mance  especially  considering  he  was 


sick  all  weekend  and  had  to  run  both 
a  preliminary  and  a  final  race.  He 
entered  the  race  a  little  apprehensive 
and  held  back  a  bit’’  commented 
Davis. 

Flaherty  and  Limperis  will  team  up 
with  two  other  runners  to  run  in  the 
2  mile  relay  at  an  open  track  meet  on 
February  22  on  the  Boston  Univer¬ 
sity  Track.  Coach  Davis  hopes  they 
can  win  there  which  would  justify 
running  the  relay  at  the  New  England 
Championships  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  Davis  stated,  “If  they  run 
under  eight  minutes  for  the  2  miles, 
then  we  know  we  can  be  competitive 
at  the  New  Englands’’. 

John  Choate  is  moving  up  in  the  run¬ 
ning  world.  He  has  started  competing 
at  the  600  meter  distance,  a  bit  longer 
than  his  usual  400  meter  distance  but 
a  lot  different  than  his  400  meter 
strategy. “  Strategically  he  ran  a  lit¬ 
tle  off.  He  needs  to  learn  how  to  run 
that  event  (600  meter  race)’’  com¬ 
mented  Davis.  In  high-school  Choate 
competed  in  the  Long-jump,  100 
meters  and  200  meter  events.  He  has 
a  College  best  of  49.4  at  400  meters 
but  Davis  feels  that  ‘  ‘  he  can  be  good 
at  400  but  great  at  800  if  he  learns 
how  to  run  the  race’’. 

Choate  placed  4th  in  the  finals  after 
running  a  strong  preliminary  heat. 
After  finding  himself  in  the  lead  of 
the  600  meter  final,  he  tried  to  main¬ 
tain  his  lead  but  found  it  too  difficult 
to  fight  off  the  charging  runners  as 
the  finish  line  came  into  sight. 
Freshman  Bill  Campbell  found  two 
400  meter  races  in  one  day  over¬ 


whelming.  Still  in  his  first  com¬ 
petitive  semester  wearing  U.  Lowell 
colors,  Campbell  ran  a  fast 
preliminary  heat.  He  finished  the  first 
race  in  51 .3  sec.  ,  narrowly  edged  out 
by  the  winner.  His  final  did  not  go 
quite  as  well;  his  time  of  53.2  was  on¬ 
ly  able  to  capture  him  a  6th  place. 
Coach  Davis  expressed  a  quiet  con¬ 
fidence  in  Campbell’s  ability,  “He’s 
not  in  great  shape.  He  just  transfer¬ 
red  here  and  didn’t  run  last  semester 
but  he’ll  be  ready  by  spring’’. 

After  setting  a  PB  for  himself  earlier 
in  the  season,  Scott  Spence  has  some 
work  to  do  to  better  himself  for  the 
mile.  His  best  for  the  mile  is  4:21.2 
and  has  a  few  races  yet  this  season 
to  lower  it  even  more.  Spence 
covered  the  first  800  meters  in  2;08 
then  slowed  of  the  pace  to  a  1 : 10  3rd 
quarter  but  was  unable  to  make  up  the 
distance  between  himself  and  the 
leaders  in  the  final  400  meters.  “He’s 
only  run  a  year  and  a  half  at  college 
and  he;s  still  learning.  We’re  hoping 
he  can  run  4  minutes  flat  for  1500 
meters  at  the  B.U.  meet  in  two 
weeks’’  were  Davis’  thoughts. 

The  U.  Lowell  team  captured  15 
points  at  the  meet  only  139  points  less 
than  the  1984  tally  of  154  points.  The 
team  is  much  smaller  than  that  of  the 
1984  Championship  season  partly  due 
to  the  recent  changes  in  scholarship 
policy.  The  long  list  of  injured 
tracksters  has  also  dampened  the 
teams’  efforts.  The  meet  was  won  by 
Southern  Connecticut  who  captured 
7  events  of  the  17  total. 

U.  Lowell  Track  will  now  travel  to 
Boston  University's  new  sports  facili¬ 
ty  on  February  22  which  is  the  last 
opportunity  for  individuals  to  qualify 
for  the  New  England  Championships 
the  following  week.

SGA~PRES»ENT*S  "REPORT

In  the  Connector  issue  of  January  3Q,  1986  there  was 
a  brief  news  item  about  SGA  reform  at  other  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  country.  It  seems  that  some  of  these 
organizations  have  been  labelled  “Kiddie  Congress” 
because  of  a  “real  priority  problem.’’  While  this  may 
be  true  on  other  campuses,  I  don’t  believe  that  this  pro¬ 
blem  exists  on  this  campus.  When  I  was  elected  to  this 
position  last  spring,  I  promised  to  continue  the  activist 
tradition  of  the  ULowell  SGA  and  to  provide  professional 
and  effective  representation  to  the  student  body.  I  believe 
that  we  have  made  concerted  efforts  together  which  have 
proven  to  be  very  successful. 

In  the  past,  the  SGA  provided  the  funding  necessary 
for  publication  of  a  student  health  handbooks  which  was 
distributed  to  dorm  staff,  purchasing  anti-assault  ‘rape’ 
whistles,  funding  for  typewriters  in  the  SICs,  and  equip¬ 
ment  and  advertising  for  the  Escort  Service.  We  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  provide  free  hockey  tickets  to  home  games  and 
have  taken  an  active  role  in  bettering  the  Greater  Lowell 
community  through  our  sponsorship  of  charitable  events 
and  fund  raising  efforts.  I’m  sure  you’re  all  aware  of  the 
most  visible  portion  of  the  SGA,  the  Activities  Commis¬ 
sion,  which  organizes  a  number  of  quality  events  each 
school  year. 

The  SGA  has  not  limited  itself  to  parochial  campus 
issues:  In  the  past,  the  SGA  has  worked  closely  with  the 
State  Student  Association  of  Massachusetts  (SSAM)  on 
state- wide  voter  registration  drives,  lobbying  for  tuition 
freezes  or  smaller  hikes  than  were  proposed  by  the 
Regents  and  dormitory  space.  Recently,  the  SSAM  with 
the  active  help  of  several  SGA  members  were  able  to  get 
into  law  a  proposal  that  puts  a  student  on  the  Board  of 
Regents.  Last  week  in  the  Connector  you  probably  read 
an  article  (‘Familiarize  Yourself)  that  described  the  in¬ 
adequate  funding  of  the  University  as  compared  to  others 
in  the  state  system.  This  information  was  used  last  year 
by  the  SGA  to  lobby  the  legislature  for  increased  fun¬ 
ding  for  ULowell.  An  increase  in  funding  would  make 
it  possible  for  the  University  to  address  a  variety  of  issues, 
including  building  maintenance,  dormitory  space, 
academic  space  especially  for  computer  science  programs, 
and  other  amenities  like  shuttle  buses,  asbestos  removal 
and  handicapped  improvements.  If  this  happens,  then  the 
University  would  have  very  little  excuse  to  shift  this 
burden  onto  the  students  in  the  form  of  increased  fees. 

If  you  are  as  concerned  as  we  are  with  the  disparity 
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noted  in  these  figures  and  the  possible  effects  on  our 
education,  then  urge  your  family  and  friends  to  call  your 
state  representative  in  Boston  at  727-2121. 

Under  the  SGA  Administration  we  have  continued  our 
efforts  to  address  the  needs  of  the  students.  In  addition 
to  more  student  typewriters,  a  1  (/increase  in  hockey  ticket 
availability  and  a  proposed  student  discount  program,  we 
are  working  on  the  following: 

1.  Creation  of  a  $5,000  merit  scholarship  program. 

2.  Purchasing  about  eight  (8)  Wang  word  processors 
and  two  (2)  printers  for  student  use. 

3.  Charitable  contributions,  and  fund  raising  for  the 
MDA,  Alternative  House  for  battered  women  in  Lowell 
and  a  Lowell  homeless  shelter. 

4.  Providing  volunteers  for  the  School  Volunteers  for 
Lowell  program. 

5.  Academic  support  funds  for  a  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  conference. 

6.  Initial  funding  for  an  Emergency  Medical  service 
on  campus. 

7.  A  student  legal  services  program  for  all  students. 

We  are  requesting  from  the  Building  Authority  a  change 

from  the  current  laundry  machines  in  dorms  to  a  new  card- 
operated  system.  We  are  also  requesting  that  work  begin 
on  the  old  Rat  area  to  create  a  student  lounge  and  snack 
bar  area. 

We  are  requesting  the  following  from  the  Administration: 

1.  Reduction  or  elimination  of  the  add/drop  fee. 

2.  Reduction  or  elimination  of  the  recreation  fee  ($15/ 
student/year). 

3.  Recognition  of  the  Equestrian  Team  as  a  Varsity 
level  sport  and  part  of  the  Athletic  budget. 

4.  Expanded  Senate  participation  on  University  Coun¬ 
cil  decisions.  (See  University  Council  report) 

5.  A  commitment  to  allow  us  to  produce  this  year’s 
Spring  Carnival. 

We  have  also  talked  with  people  from  the  Graduate  Stu¬ 
dent  Association  (GSA)  and  hope  to  work  with  them  on 
mutually  beneficial  projects  like  purchasing  some  duplica¬ 
tion  equipment  for  student  use.  There  are  a  number  of 
other  issues  that  we  will  be  working  on  (i.e.  new  Con¬ 
stitution,  By-laws,  etc)  but  we  cannot  help  you  unless  we 
know  what  the  problems  are.  If  you  have  any  questions

Purpose:  The  University  of  Lowell 
Associates,  Inc.  operates  the  Student 
Mailrooms  by  providing  a  mail- 
delivery  system  which  may  be  utiliz¬ 
ed  by  the  students,  faculty  and  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  University  of 
Lowell. 

Hours:  The  Student  Mailroom  shall 
operate  from  8:00  AM  to  4:00  PM 
daily  during  the  regular  school  year. 
The  lunch  hour  shall  be  from  12:00 
noon  to  1:00  PM. 

Mailing  Procedures  for  Intra- 
University  Delivery: 

1 . )  All  users  must  address  each  piece 
of  mail  with  the  complete  name  and 
box  number  of  the  recipient. 

Example:  Joe  Smith,  Box  170N  or 
Bob  Jones,  Office  of  Academic  Af¬ 
fairs,  Cumnock  Hall 

2. )  Each  piece  of  mail  must  either  be 
sealed  or  stapled. 

3. )  Users  shall  deposit  mail  in 
designated  mailroom  receptacles. 

4. )  No  user  shall  enter  the  staff  por¬ 
tion  of  the  mailroom  without  express¬ 
ed  permission  of  the  mailroom  staff. 

5. )  The  mailroom  facilities  may  be 
used  by  any  organization  which  is 
associated  with  an  acitivity  fee  or  is 
recognized  by  the  University  of 
Lowell  Student  Government  Associa¬ 
tion  for  organization  mailings,  pro¬ 
vided  that  all  other  conditions  of  the 
mailroom  policy  are  met.  The  hours 
for  these  mailings  are  1:00  PM  to 
4:00  PM. 

Mailing  Procedures  for  External 
Delivery:  Standard  addressing  for¬ 
mats  shall  be  used  when  mailing  to 


destination  outside  of  the  University. 

Restrictions: 

1. )  The  mailroom  will  not  allow 
delivery  of  items  of  a  commercial 
nature  which  originate  from  a  profit¬ 
making  organization/enter¬ 
prise/business  operating  outside  the 
University. 

2. )  Announcements,  circulars,  adver¬ 
tising,  brochures,  etc.  originating 
from  outside  the  university  shall  not 
be  inserted  in  the  mailboxes  at  any 
time. 

3. )  Political  announcements  from 
candidates  seeking  a  local,  state,  or 
national  office  shall  not  be  inserted. 

4. )  Candidates  for  elected  office  in 
student  elections  sponsored  by  the 
U.L.S.G.A.  must  adhere  to  all 
policies  of  the  Mailroom  and  must  in¬ 
form  the  Mailroom  staff  of  their  in¬ 
tentions  in  order  to  use  the  mailroom 
facilities. 

5. )  Any  organization  which  is  not  af¬ 
filiated  with  an  Activity  Fee  and  or 
is  not  expressly  recognized  by  the  the 
U.L.S.G.A.  or  is  not  a  part  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  or  faculty  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Lowell  may  not  use  the 
mailroom. 

Supervision  and  Policy-Making: 
The  General  Manager  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Bookstore  shall  be  the  immediate 
supervisor  of  mailroom  operations 
and  shall  have  the  authority  to  inter¬ 
pret,  alter,  or  change  any  of  the  above 
policies  with  the  subsequent  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
University  of  Lowell  Associates,  Inc.
